WOMEN'S WORK OF ECOBOMY 


A suggestive account has just been 
published by a German woman in this 
country of the work done by certain 
women in Berlin in reducing the 
of living im thatcity. In 1866 Mra. 
Morgenstern, with two or three other 
ladies of wealth and influence, finding 
that the cost of provisions was enor- 
mous, established several V olk's Kitcheo 
or people's kitchens—restaurants where 
meals could be had at the retail cost of 
the materials alone. In 187% these wo- 
men determined to bring their charity 
into their own homes by forming « 
Housekeepers’ Association, whose object 
should be the reduction of the cost of 
living, the promotion of plain and eco- 
bomica!l habits, and the improvement of 
tae condition of servants. In 1874 there 
were 250 members. (Co-operative laan- 
dries, bakeries, intelligence-cffices, and 
stores for groceries, meata, and provi- 
sions were opened, all under the super- 
vision of women. At the present time 
the membership embraces 6,000 families, 
and issues a weekly paper of « high 
order, containing its price lista, etc 
The central bureau imports its supplies
